(1} ‘occupicd on 15 and 17 February 1950 by troops wearing 
red-bordered biack epaulets with and without tank insignia. 
WO recruits were seen. Tan to fifteen 734 tanks were stored 
in esch of four brick garages. in unidentified number of 
T54 snd g5 tanks and sp guns of about 120 mm caliber with 
muzzle brake were stored in seven wooden gearaces, allegedly 
lg to 15 tonks or 3P cuns per Garage o

(5) bout 49 troops were engaged in cleaning five 734 tanks 
iu the yerd. wo gP guns, apparently sU-182 type, were parked 
in front of a wooden garage. \ tank=-wrecking heavy-duty trai- 
ler, coupled to a [34 chassis serving as prime mover, was seen 
in the yard. 


(4} about 2c0 troops of a unit were quartered in four canton- 
ment buildings, Other troops of the unit were quartered in the 
adjoining altes Lager. 
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b. yormer Flak Kaserne and adjoining requisitioned houses: 


(2) partly occupied by about 1,500 troops wearing red-bordered 
black epaulets with and without tank insignia. 4 wrecking ve- 
hicle (tank chassis) was seen in the barracks yard and, beside 
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the workshop, the ecrriagce of an 41 gun. Right soldiers 
wearing red-bordcred bl«ck evaulets were seen at alining 
practice vith a l¢oemm 17 sun in the cores between the bar» 
Tacks and Qlympisches norf. The cun barrel uounted a rifle 
with an eiming mirror attached, tne soldier at a tine trained 
the sun at a terget, then all soldiers looked throu; the 
aimins mirror.

The trucss 2nd 
one 5P Gun reiuained there, while the other sp cun continued 
east, followed by 15 to 20 soldiers in close double file. \Lter 
moving about 300 meters the gP cun stopped cud the soldiers 
took cover. jour men of the SP gun crew got out and covered 
the gun with canvas. two officers holding maps then discussed 
the situation. the exercise ended at about 2:50 p.m.

ae the report indicates that, since 'Pebrusry 1950, the troons 
in the posheritz ares have slso a-pspently shifted the inain 
training effort to ficld trainin: st unit level (exercises by 
rifle pletoons or companies in cooper::tion with heavy weapons). 
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18 the SP suns observed were reported to have muzzle brakes 
they are believed to have been 5U-249 type rather than gu-122 
type. U-249 5P guns are standard equipzent of the heavy tank 
self=propelled reginent of sech:nized divisions. 
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
